afternoon, and the thief man aped to 
make good his f scape, though, hi: was 
followed for several blockb by the 
clerk who had waited on him. 


About five o'clock a well-dressed 


man of medium height and age en- 
tered the store and asked to be shown 
some diamonds. The robber stated 
that he wanted to buy a diamond for 
his wife, and the clerk, C. U. Leppa, 
produced a tray containing in lurgc 
stock of gems. 


The robber suddenly looked towards. 


» tray of watcher and suggested that 
possibly a watch would do instead, evi- 
dently expecting that the clerk would 
step along and pull out a tray of 
watches. Instead of this, however, 
the clerk reached out for the dia- 
monds, with the purpose of returning 
the diamonds first to the showcase. 


At this instant the robber drew a 


small piece of board from under his 
coat and, with an oath, laid it over the 
tray, which he coolly drew out of the 
reach of the elerkh and, turning, van 
out of the door, leaving his overcoat 
behind. 


Leppa snatched up a revolver and 


ran out on Sixteenth street. The rob- 
ber turned at the corner of Arapahoe 
and ran across toward the alley in the 
rear of the post office. 
Leppa fired a 


shot, hoping to attract attention from 
bystanders, but no one offered to assist 
in the pursuit. 


Emerging into Fifteenth street, the 


robber made for trie alley above. 
Greek George, a candy vender on Fif- 
teenth street, started in pursuit, when 
the robber turned and fired a shot. 
The bullet lodged in the candy vend- 
er's wrist. 
Leppa fired twice on Fif- 


teenth stree, but failed to bring down 
the robber, who dodged into the alley 
and was lost to view.

Biahop Seymour addressed a lane 


audience at tbe Y. M. C. A. bail .at the 
men's meeting yeeterday 
afternoon. 


The bishop!* subject waa "Whnl will 
yield the greatest profit to a man in the 
venture* of life?'1 
The sermon was. 


very instructive, not only to the young 
man but t&'lhe elder u well. 


Biahop Bnmour impressed upon tbe 


minds of ha* listener* that a man profit- 
eth nothing if he gain the whole world 
but suffer the loss of hiaeoul. He spoke 
of the great general* in ancient history 
who conquered many countries and of 
'others who possessed enormous vettlth 
and then aaked what they gained if 
their aoals were destroyed1. In lUrling 
through Iifc,,the speaker said, too llrst 
thing a young man should pay particu- 
lar attention to ia the selection of com- 
panions. Tbe first companion and one 
that would follow him through life waa 
his soul. If thia companion was deceit- 
ful, treacherous and falsifying, that 
man's life would be one of misery and 
woe and be would have all sort* of bat- 
tle* to contend with, but if in the selec- 
tion of companion* the eon) waeof a lov- 
ing, gentle and true disposition, that 
man? life would be one of joy ana hap- 
piuees, and in the end of-this life his 
soul wojld fly heavenward to join tbe 
angels where joy and happinew would 
reign forever and ever. 


He spoke of what a wonderful being 


man is, what power* he has to perform 
great wonders and miracles and how 
God had created many thing* to make 
him happy daring this life; buv decpito 
all these blearing*, man ie olten too 
greedy, and in hie eagerness to attain 
wealth and landa he allows his soul to 
go to ruin and does not realize the great 
danger in so doing until he ie called 
before God. The bishop closed with a 
strong appeal to all young men in start- 
ing their journey through .'ife to select 
ae thoir first companion their soul and 
train it to be of a kind disposition and 
in the end they would be rewarded.

OJE FOR UfBiSSADOR PAUKCEFOTE 


And Three for the State Department, 


About Whose Distribution the Ut- 


most Secrecy is Maintained— 


Venezuela's Case Not Ready. 


WASHINGTON, March 10,—Four copies 


of the Venezuelan blue book reached 
Washington Sunday, having been sent 
in advance of their publication in En- 
gland. One came to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, exclusively for his Information 
and not, as was expected, to be pre- 
sented by him to the Venezuelan com- 
mission as the British case. The other 
copies came to the state department 
from Ambassador Bayard, to whom 
they were given by Lord Salisbury, 
over a week ago, it is supposed, sim- 
ply as an act of personal courtesy to 
the American ambassador, as the state 
department officials are most myste- 
rious about the matter and deny all 
knowledge of the book. 
| 


In the meantime the Venezuelan 


commission, has to depend for infor- 
mation on the subject upon the full 
abstract cabled by the United Press | 
last Friday. The copy of the docu- 
ment received at the British embassy 
is, in appearance, a very imposing af- 
fair, with it\ accompanying folio of 
maps, and is evidently prepared with 
the direct end in view of the consid- 
eration by suih a judicial body as is 
constituted in President Cleveland's 
commission 
Each chapter dealing 


with the various phases of the ques- 
tion closes with a concise statarnent 
of what is demonstrated, and the entire 
work seems to have been accomplished 
in a most painstaking, careful man- 
ner. 


To those who have seen it, no doubt 


exists that it is an exhaustive state- 
ment of Great Britain'scluiin, and that 
it could not be extended in any par- 
ticular if England had consented to 
arbitration, and had expressed a wil- 
lingness to let her case stand or fall 
on tho evidence therein presented 


The fact but one copy of the blue 


book was sent to the British ambassa- 
dor here, who alone would be the 
vehicle of. communication for such a 
document to the United States gov- 
ernment, and the extreme reticence of 
the state department regarding the 
three copies which were transmitted 
unofficially by Ambassador Bayard, 
con firms the 
impression that En- 


gland, while declining to recog- 
nize in 
any direct 
manner 
the 


creation by President Cleveland of a 
commission to designate the true 
divisional line, would, in Justice Brew- 
er's words in his letter to Secretary 
Olncy inviting information from the 
two governments, "act the part of an 
umyus curiae." and be willing to 
throw light upon difficult and complex 
matters of fact. 
To that request, 


which the commission made January 
15, Venezuela responded by formally 
appointing counsel and promising all 
the evidence obtainable. 


Lord Salisbury's acquiescence, ac- 


cording to best reports, was confined 
to personal assurances to Mr. Bayard 
that Great Britain's case would be 
folly mode up for the information ot 
parliament, and that the entire world 
would then be in possession of every 
argument upon which England's claim 
to the territory was based. 


As appears from the United Press 


cablegrams, the preliminary edition of 
the blue book on Friday, when it was 
delivered to parliament, was totally 
inadequate ^o supply the demand, not 
more than one hundred copies being 
available for distribution. This may 
account for only one copy being for- 
uavdcd to Sir Julian and only three to 
Secretary Olney. 


Some speculation has been set afloat 


BS to what Secretary Olney intends to 
do with his copies. Naturally he 
would wish to keep one for his own in- 
foimation, as it replies more fully to 
his famous dispatch of July 20 last 
than did Lord Salisbury in his two re- 
joiners of November 26. Another 
copy might go to the president in- 
formally, merely as a matter of inter- 
esting literature, but the destination 
of the remaining copy is not yet per- 
mitted to be guessed at 


The Venezuelan commission, which 


would, under ordinary eircnmstances, 
be thought to be the most appre- 
ciative repository for the third copy, 
claims to be utterly dependent upon 
the United Press cablegrams for in- 
formation regarding the contents of 
the blue book. 


Although intended move for the &>n,- 


Eidcration of the commission whose 
appointment Brought it forth, than 
perhaps for any other body, all the 
copies but one now m this country arc 
apparently shrouded in the most im- 
penetrable mystery 
The hope is, 


however, held out by those in author- 
ity that the next official mail from 
London, arriving m Washington next 
Saturday, will bring additional copies, 
and that the commission may then be 
able informally to get the exact terms 
of the British argument, the evidence 
in all likelihood having already been 
secured through the commissioners'la- 
bors in the past two months. 


ID the meantime the Venezuelan 


side of the case has not been pre- 
sented, nor is it positively known that 
it has been completed, although er- 
Minister Scruggs has been introduced 
officially to the commission as counsel 
for Venezuela.

A TALE r*ROM ARMENIA. 


Ber.Balpb E.Canon Writes of thoBateb 
*rj of at Native Pnaeher and Bis Family. 
Bev. Balph E. Canon, who left Balti- 


more Jnat October for the mission in 
Egypt of the United Presbyterian 
church, writes under date of January 
8 from Aaayont: 
, 


"The horrors of the Turkish butcher- 


ies bare been brought very near to us 
during- this week. The news reached 
the missionaries Sabbath evening of 
the murder of oneof curnative'pastore, 
;GirgiB Anshalia by name, who was the 
pastor of the congregation at Koos, 
Egypt, a town a good v ay up the river 
from here. 


"He was a native of Syria by birth, 


but had been to America, where he 
studied for awhile in the Xcnia (Ohio) 
'Seminary. He was sent out 'by our 
board and had been tor some 15 years 
the {Castor at Koos. 


"This past summer or fall, matters at 


the time being comparatively quiet in 
the Turkish empire, lie decided to go 
to his home in Syria, to visit his family. 
He went with o good deal of misgiving, 
howe\cr. During the late massacres 
in Syria his native town was attacked 
and he and his family seized. 


"Ilis captors offered to release him if 


he would renounce Christianity and 
embrace Mohammedanism. This he re- 
fused to do, but offered to pay a ransom 
of £000 if they would spare his life 
and those of his family. The Turks 
agreed to this and he paid over the 
money which probably represented the 
savings of his whole life. After re- 
ceiving the money they proceeded to 
murder him. Thus the martyr crown- 
ing is not yet over."

ThesteamshipKg-remontCastle.Capt. 


Valentine, from Samarang, November 
11,' xia Batavia, November 13, with a 
cargo of sugar, anchored in the mouth* 
of Delaware bay nt Philadelphia the 
other day, almost a complete wreclf, 
and with nearly every member of her 
crew injured. 
She experienced the 


most terrific passage ever made by hoi1 
veteran captain in his 25 years' experi- 
ence. Her decks were completely swept 
and the cabins gutted of their con tents. 
The clothing of the officers and crew, 
excepting what, they wore, was swept 
o\erboard, together with the sliip's pa- 
pers, the compasses and log. 


On January 20, all hands gave up 


hopes of e\er seeing land again, the 
ship having become imprisoned in a 
section of the ocean \i here two separate 
seas were striking- each other and conse- 
quently sweeping completely over her. 
Every minute it appeared as though the 
immense quantities of water striking 
the decks must send her to the bottom! 


This condition pre\ailed throughout 


the day, and, v.ith the irregularity of 
the seas, it was impossible to guide the 
ship. The icssel «as then 250 miles 
northeast of Bermuda, n hich post was 
reached three days later.
